Mr. Wilson, the secretary, 
comes 
to his office every day. Just as he did 
when he 
was, a congressman, 
per- 
forms the routine of his work, 
issues 
orders to a large number of clerks, 
sees visitors and job hunters, 
has 
conferences with Samuel Gompers, of 
th' American 
Federation 
of Labor, 
to whom he directly owes 
his 
Job, 
and otherwise attends to the duties 
of his position. 
The situation comes! 
about, something like this: A desire 
on the part of the democratic cpngre 
to "create another 
government 
de--! 
partment which 
would be able 
to 
consider matters 
. directly 
affecting 
the working men of the country, and 
care for and superivse under,
